The Florida Vegetable Mar- 
ket has had more attention this 
season than for some time past 
because of freeze-outs in vár- 
ious like production areas in the 
states. Florida has been the 
main source of supply for green 
vegetables and the growers and 
packers have beeh taking every 
advantage for the favorable de- 
mand and market prices. Prices 
have not skyrocketed but have 


profit price. 
Last week's shipment by rail 
was the heaviiest of the season 
when 584 cars were forwarded 
out of the Glades aera, or 250 
cars less than 5,000 for the entir 
season, Car shortages have not 
been appafent as the result of 
some far sighted planning. 
Northern people are taking 
most kindly to our Glades sweet 
corn, which is shipped in both 
bags and packets, according to 
grade and size, Shipment may: 
last at least a month longer. 
Many local farmers are pre- 
paring land ready for a late 
crop of whatever they may de- 
cide to plant, Pahokee growers 
are now starting on the harvest 
of their spring potato crop, but 
there is little potato acreage in 
Belle Glade sector. Pompano and 
Pahokee are about ended on the 
snap bean crop, but Belle Glade 
growers seem to have plenty to 
meet demand and some coming 
on for late season orders.

under a system similar to th 
used in many of the smalle: 
cities of the state, consisting 
of a chief, a desk sargeant, a 
parking meter inspector, and 
six other officers, two fast ra- 
dio equipped motor cars, a mot- 
or bike, a prisoner barracks, and 
while good, the central jail is 
not modern or of sufficient size, 
to care for present day- re- 
quirements. 

Within the city hall are to be 
found, the Mayor, the Clerk, the 
Building Inspector, the city fire 
department, and the clerks who; 
work in the water, garbage and 
city offices. L. E. Willis has 
been the official fire chief since 
the department was established, 
and he has under him a paid! 
crew of efficient firemen, and| 
equipment that meets the cur- 
rent demands. Our water de- 
partment is good, and capable 
of providing all the water the 
current demands require. 

When our town was first in- 
corporated as a Village, under 
act of the Legislation, things 
that were adequate then, were 
included in the.bill, but during 
the two decades, changed in 
thy the charter has not been 
made, to meet present day de- 
mands of a fastly growing and 
developing agro-industrial city. ' 
Our most pressing needs are 
ample sanitary and storm water 
sewerage, and extension of the 
water distributing works sys- 
tem, plans for which have been 
provided, but lack of money to 
install has temporarily held up 
both project. 

‘Changes in city charters must 
be formulted, published, prior 
to being presented, to the Gen- 
eral Legislateure-and for some 
Weeks past our present City 
Commission fiave been diligent- 
ly studying up special home 

yerning laws, which it de- 
sires to be included in our char- 
Jer, to give the City more pow- 
er to act in fields not yet devel- 
oped. Most of this work has been

municipal political upheavals in 
the changes of city adminstra- 
tions. 

The biil provides the means 
of setting up thc Department, 
the duties and salaries oí the 
five man board commission; the 
maner of hiring and discharg- 
ing city employees, under pro- 
visions set up by the Commis- 
sion. All employees hired un- 
der the various covered divi- 
sions as may be set up, must be 
by examinations and perfor- 
mance of satisfactory service; 
and removal may be made only 
for cause, dnd not then, until 
after a hearing before and the 
recommendation of the Board

Its people like 
the Taylors, Houstons, Morgans, 
an many others, who are pull- 
ing for à larger, better and im- 
proved colored town. White peo- 
ple can well afford to give them 
every assistance in their pro- 
jects.
